Ladies and Gentlemen: 


- At the request of the Administration and Finance Committee 
which met on Tuesday, July 23rd, 1974, the Information Office 
has organized into this one report all of the current promotional, 
recognition and giveaway programmes now under consideration by 
various committees and where possible, provided recommendations 
for Council's consideration. 


©% There are now four areas under consideration: 


1/ The promotion programme out of the Clerks Department 
(Information Section) budget ($3000) 


2/ Recognition materials for Mississauga residents who have 
served on committees, contributed to the community and 
V.I.P.'s who visit City Hall. 


3/ Promotional materials bearing the City of Mississauga crest. 
These materials such as mugs, T-shirts, pennants, would be 
produced and made available to the public by a company which 
would be given exclusive rights to produce and distribute 
such materials. 


4/ Giveaway materials for deserving and recognized sports groups 
and other organizations travelling outside of the city or 
hesting an occurrence within the city.

With reference to area number one please see the information 
contained on the following page and then please consider the 
following recommendation. 


Recommendation 


Out of the $3000 allocated in the Information Office budget, 
$1700 be expended towards the purchase of 5000 records and 
covers and that 1500 of these records be used for promoting 
the city and that 3500 of these records be given away at the 
"Birth of a City” celebrations. 


The remaining $1300 to be used to purchase various promotional 
materials to be given away by members of council and department 
heads when they travel to conventions across Canada and the 
United States.

Area 2 


With reference to area number two Mayor Dobkin in the month 
of April asked the Information Office to investigate a 
recognition programme for persons serving on committees etc. 
As a result of that request a letter dated May 27th, 1974, 
was addressed to General Committee for consideration. 


The following recommendation, moved by Dr. Dobkin, was carried 
by the committee: 


"That a Recognition and Promotional Give-away 
Programme be established and further; that the 
following methods of recognition be used in 
this programme: 


(1) Certificate - given to all citizen members 
on Committees etc. for the 
recognition of the work they 
have done throughout the year. 


i) (2) Scroll - given to any person who has 


contributed to the betterment of 
the community through his time, 
effort and services. 


(3) Special Guest & Visitor Memento - given to 
various dignitaries visiting this 
municipality." 


Recommendation from the Information Office 
That Council allocate $500 to the Information Office so as 


to meet expenses that will be incurred in carrying out the 
above recommendation. 





Area 3 


With reference to area three dealing with promotional materials 
bearing the City of Mississauga Crest the following motion moved 
by Councillor F. McKechnie was carried at the Administration and 
Finance Committee meeting dated July 9th, 1974: 


‘That the Information Officer be directed 

to contact a minimum of two companies to 
make available promotional materials 

eg. T-shirts, pennants and mugs, and report 
back on a feasible programme for distribution 
of these articles.’

With reference to area number 4 dealing with give away materials 
for sports teams etc. the city, in the past, has provided crests, 
flags etc. to organizations. 


The Information Office had allocated within its budget for 1974 
$2000 to purchase give away materials but the production of the 


_Mississauga Song by the city has brought about the reallocation 


of these funds to produce a recommended quantity of 5000 records 
with hard covers. 


The City can consider the following items as give away materials: 
a/ Table flags - 65¢ each 
b/ Crests - 65¢ each 


c/ ‘Mississauga Song’ records without hard covers 
but with a plain paper cover 15¢ each 


dad/ ‘Mississauga Song' records with a hard cover 
35¢ each 


e/ Two colour paper flags with stick - 30¢ each 
£/ other items - costs to be determined. 


The Information Office proposes that Council consider allocating 
funds to purchase: 


3000 table flags at 65¢ each = $1950 
or 


3000 ‘Mississauga Song’ records with 
hard covers at 35¢ each = $1050.
